I.INTRODUCTION 

HISTORICAL BACKGROUND OF THE LAST PHASE OF THE LATE BRONZE 
PERIOD WHICH PRECEDES THE APPEARANCE OF THE PHILISTINES, 

The years from around 1220-U50.B.C. Show the collapse of the Egyptian influence 
in the levant, the total ruin of the Hittite Empire in Anatolia, with the abandonment of 
their Capital Hattusha (Bogh azkoy), and a widespread destruction of cities in the Levant, 
Cyprus, and mainland Greece. The Aegean world, Anatolia and Egypt entered a dark 
age. In Canaan, however, the Israelites, Philistines, and the Canaanite were fighting for 
the old Canaanite strongholds p^^^^^^ ' 

The battle of Qadesh between Ramesses II and the Hittites in 1286 B.C has to be 
counted as one of the greatbattles^of the ancknt world, not because it was decisive but 
becuase it was the last time that Egypt Ind Hatti, Which had dominated the Levant for 
350 years, faced each othe in an open trial of strength. For Egypt, the war was a great 
effort aimed at retaning the commanding position that Egypt had enjoyed in the 15th 
century B.C. When Syria had not become an Egyptian province, all the strategic gains 
had been lost by the later 18th-dynasty during the 14th century B.C The power of Hatti 
had increased, and Lebanon became their southern frontier. So the great power of Hatti 
was an important source of stability in the East Mediterranean, and the disappearnce of 
this Power around 1200 B.C. was a major cause of the long dark age that followed. 

The peace treaty that followed Qadesh had left the southern Canaan from the Negev in 
the south to the Kingdom of Byblos in the north, including Beth-Shaan and Damascus, 
as an Egyptian province. The Prince of the city-states remained as heads of their local 



govenments and they came under only* limited supervision from the Egyptian officials, 
such as overseers and inspectors, who were responsible for collecting tribute from these 
city-states. This tribute was what mainly interested pharaoh, and it became the test of 
loyalty. 

One reason for the Egyptians' weakness was their dependence on foreign mecenaries 
for their army, which was quite as damaging as the Hittite system of feudal service with 
its over-powerful barons. In the 14th centruy, Egyptian garrison commaders stationed on 
the strategic passes through the Carmel range near Taanach, Megiddo and between 
Galilee and the Shephelah plain, had foreign Indo-European.names. The Practice of 
employing foreigners persisted to the end of the 13th century B.C, by which time the 
pressure of new populations on the move had exposed the weakness of the system. 

The best troops used by the Egyptian were the Sherden, whose origin is still 
unknown. Sherden raiders had attacked the Nile Delta before Ramesses ll's northern 
campaign; a stela from Tanis describes Sherden." rebelUous of heart and their battle ships 
in the midst of the sea. Ramesses destroyed warriors of the Great Green (the 
Mediterranean), and Lower Egypt spends the night**sTeeping peacefully"(l)- From this^ 
time on Sherden troops formed part of the army. They fought at Qadesh and their special 
status, recorded in many texts, shows a potentially dangerous Egyptian dependence on 
the foreigners. 

Ramesses II had troubles with the Hapiru or Apiru. They are pobably Hurrian in 
origin and were at first connected with the Hurrian peoples. Their name is known to 
Egypt in the 15th century and much earlier in Mesopotamia. They were already south of 
Jerusalem in the early 14th century. The Hittites Knew them. Their connection with the 
Israelites has given rise to a great deal of speculation and controvesy. The Israelites did 
not refer to themselves as Hapiru, but the name was used by the Egyptians for Asiatic 
foreigners amongst whom Israelites were included. This is the sense in which it appears 
at Beth-Shan in Canaan, on a stela of pharaoh Seti I around 1300 B.C. commemorating a 



successful campaign against marauders from east of the Jordan(2). The Israe 
referred to only once by name in Egyptian texts, on a stela of the time of Mernaptah, 
written after the Libyan campaign of 1220 B.C There the name refers to people rather 
than to land. So it would appear that at that time the Israelites were still wanderers 
without a permanent home. 

The Hapiru were wandering between the cities of Canean and sometimes banding 
together to attack these cities. Their situaion is diffucult to discern archaeologically, and 
this is also true of the Israelites until they came out of the hill-country of Palestine and 
Transjordan and began to take over the Canaanite cities. Yet new enemies were preparing 
to appear in the fertile Levant. The Ai-amaeans and the Philistines were on the move later 
in the 13th century. By the death of Ramesses 11 in 1220 B.C. all these forces were 
waiting to take their roles in establishin^«their own states(3). 



The name of the Philistine doesj^ ^Ue^ ^s ve ry far in our examination of the origin of 
this people. So we will seek for other sources as to find out where did these people come 
form, and who gave them their name. " ♦ ** 

A- BIBLICAI SOURCES 

The table of nations in Genesis 10:6, 13, 14 attributed the Philistines to the Hamitic 
origin and connected them with a place called Caphtor, and this connection is defmitely 
stated in Amose 9:7 "Have not I brought up Israel out of the land of Egypt, and the 
Philistines from Caphtor, and the Syrian from Kir." It is repeated in Jermiah 47:4, where 
the Philistines are referred to as the remnant of the ('i) of Caphtor. The word ('i) is 
rendered "island," with marginal rendering sea coast, ('i) does not allow us to guess that 
Caphtor, as indicated by Jeremiah, was necessarily one of the islands of the sea. Even if 
the word definitely meant island, its use here would not be conclusive on this point An 
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isolated headland might long pass for an island among primitive navigators, and, 
therefore, such a casual mention should not frustrate our investigation for Caphtor to be a 
real island. 

The patriarchal narratives referred to the Philistines as the dwellers of the Negev under 
the rule of king Abimelech in Gerar (Gen. 26:1) This reference to the Philistines in a very 
early period is explained as a simple anachronism (4). Another veiw is that the Philstines 
in the patriarchal stories were people ethnically similar to the Philistines who were known 
from the book of Judjes and the book of Samuel. The Most accepted opinion, however, 
is Macalister's suggestion (5) that these early reference are not simple anachronisms, but 
rather the account of a biblical historiographer who lived during a period of Philistine 
dominance. 

In samuel 30: 14, the young Egyptian servant described the Amalekite raid: "we raided 

the south of the Cherethites and the property of Judah and the south of the Calebites and 

burnt Ziklage with fire. " In Ezekiel 25:16, the Philistines and the Cherethites with the 

remnant of the sea-coast are closely bound together in a common denunciation. In these 
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biblical references that we have quoted, the name of the Cherethites agrees in 
construction with that of the phlistines. Therefore, we must seek elsewhere for further 
information. 

Now the question why the Hebrews call the homeland of the Philistines Caphtor? The 
answer that seen to present itself is to the effect that by the time of the Hebrews, Crete 
had with its marvelous palaces at Knossos passed into traditions. The palce which the 
Hebrews called Caphtor was no longer tangible land, and whether Caphtor was or was 
not the same as the island of Crete was to the Hebrews not an important question beside 
the practical facts that the Philistines were obstinate in their occupation of the most fertile 
territories of the promised land. So all that the Hebrews can tell us about their enemies is 
that they came from and obscure traditional land called Caphtor, a place by the sea, and 
they have nothing more to say. 



B- EGYPTIAN SOURCES 

The Egyptian sources mentioned a name called Keftiu. It has similarity to the Caphtor 
of the biblical accounts, and it is specifically under Thutmose III that Keftiu first spears 
as the name of a place or a people. On the great stela in the Cairo Museum m which the 
King's mighty deeds are summarized in a from of a hymn to Amon is inscribed: "I came 
and caused thee to smite the west-land and the land of Keftiu and Asi are terrified." The 
most interesting things is that the name appears in the annals of Thutmose III at Kamak 
(6) connected with maritime enterprise, "The harbors of the king were supplied with all 
the good thing which he received in Syria, namely ships of Keftiu and Byblos." 
The most important sources of information are the wall-paintings of the tomb of Senmut, 
architect of Queen Hatshepsut, and the tomb of Rakhmerva, vizier of Thutmose III. In 
these wall-paintings we see figures of persons with non-Semitic, European looking 
faces, attired simply in highly embroidered loin cloths folded around their slender waists, 
with hair dressed in non-Semitic manner, bearing vessels and other objects of certain 
definite types. The tomb of lseLm um^dli preserved, In the tomb of Rekhmera, 
however, we see the official standing with five rows of foreigners carrying their gifts, 
and an inscription explaining'' me sceftTarihe "reception by the hereditary prince 
Rekhmera of the tribute of the south country, with the tribute of Punt, the tribute of 
Retenu and the tribute of Keftiu ail brought to Thutmose 111(7) " . 

On the island of Crete, wall-paintings have been revealed, enabling us to identify with 
certainty the sources of the civilization which the messengers and their gifts represent 
These wall - Paintings represent people with the same facial type, the same methods of 
dressing hair, bearing vessels identical to the ones which are depicted in the painting of 
the tomb of Rekhmera. The messengers who are depicted in the Egyptian frescoes are 
introducing into Egypt some of the Cretan art, art of the Late Minoan II and III periods, 
the time of the greatest palace of Knossos, and as they are definitely described in the 
accompanying hieroglyphs as messenger of the products of Crete if it was not in fact the 



island of Crete itself. 

The civilizations that had flourished in Crete are divided by the archaeologists into 
three peiods. Early Minoan, Middle Minoan, and Late Minoan, after the name Minos, 
The famous legendary Cretan king. Each of these periods is subdivided into three phases 
indicated by numbers, so we have Early Minoan I,II,III and so for the others. 

It is not necessary to discuss all the Cretan preriods, the phase that attracts our 
attention is the Late Minoan III which is contemporaneous with the Late Bronze IIB 
period (1300-1200 B.C) in the Levant. Late Minoan III started after the sake of 
Knossos, and after this episode the Minoan culture began to take root in the eastern lands 
of the Mediterranean, such as Cyprus and the coastal areas of Asia Minor and Syria (8). 
We can hardly dissociate this phenomenon from the sach of Knossos, The very 
Limitations of the area over which the Mycenaean arts has been found are enough to 
show that its distribution was not a result of peaceful trade-During that time the Hittites in 
central and western Asia Minor were still strong to prevent foreign peoples from 
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establishing settlement in those areas, and until now there is no single evidence that has 
been uncovered for the Mycenaean culture in the Hittite heartland. 



The spread of the Cretan culture over Southern Asia Minor, Cyprus and north Syria 
between 1300-1200 B.C. must have been due to the movements of peoples, one event in 
which was the sack of knossos, and this is true whether those who carried the Cretan art 
were refugees from Crete or where the conquerors of Crete seeking more land to destroy 
and occupy (9). 

Egypt was weak internally at this time. This weakness was attributed to the reign of 
Akhenaten and his religious revolution and conflict with the preists of Amon-Re in 
Thebes (10). Because of this, Egypt became unable to protect her foreign possesions and 
the nomads of Canaan, the Shaus and Habiru, were pressing and besieging the Canaanite 
towns. The Empire of the Hittites collapsed and the wohle region of Canaan had been 
engulfed by a great chaos and disorder. 




In this time of confusion, we begin to hear about a number of small nationalities never 
assigned to any specific place, and what gives these tribes surpassing interest is the 
greatness of the names they bear. The first mention of these tribes is in the Amarna 
letters. The king of Alashia (Cyprus) complains that his coasts are being raided by the 
Lukku who plunder on small town after another. Rib- Addi complains that one Bihura has 
sent people of the Shasu to his town and killed a great number of Sherden people(l 1). 

These tribes began to make league with the Hittites against Ramesses II, when he tries 

to recover the Egyptian possessions in Syria around 1340 B.C. Beside Ramesses II 

fought mercenaries called Sherden. When Merneptah came to the throne, the Libyans 

revolted against him with allies from the Sea Peoples; they proceeded to invade Egypt. 

The Philistines do not appear among the names of these allies (12). This is the first time 

that the term "Sea Peoles" is used in the ancient history. Mernptah recorded his victory 

over these allies on the walles of the temple of Karnak( 13). 

Ramesses III came to the throne around 1200 B.C Another Libyan ivasion threatened 
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Egypt in his fifth reigning year. Ramesses III, however, was successful in beating it 
back. Three years later a massive invasion came to Egypt from the northern borders 
represented by the Sea People includTiTg the'Palastu (Philistines). The inscription of 
Madinet Habu records how the northerners were disturbed and proceeded to move 
eastward and southward, swamping in turn the land of the Hittites, Carchemish, Arvad, 
Cyprus and Syria (14). So here we have to imagine a double advance by land and by sea. 
The landlord march includes tow-wheeled ox carts for women and children; and the sea 
expedition installed by many galleys. It is clear that the Sea Peoples' invasion is not only 
a military expedition, but also a migration of wanderers accompanied by their families 
and searching for a new place to occupy. 

As the inscription states, the Sea People advanced by land and by sea to Egypt. But 
Ramesses III was ready for them. He reinforced his Syrian borders and fortified his 
harbors. The march of Sea People waves had been successful until their arrival in Egypt. 



The Hittites and north Syrians had been so crippled by them that Raraesses took the 
opportunity to extend the frontier of Egyptian territory northward. 

We do not realy need to follows this campaign which does not concern us but it is an 
indirect indication that the two-fold ravaging of Syria, before and after the decisive 
victory Rameses III, left it weakened and opened the door for the colonization of its areas 
by the remnant of these foreigners. 

Papyrus Harris contains a record of the reign of Ramesses III, adding very little to the 
information afforded us by the Madinet Habu reliefs " The Danaiuna are there spoken of 
as islanders and the Purasati and the Zakkala were made Ashes, while the Washasha 
were settled in strongholds and bound" (15). From all these tribes, Ramesses III claimed 
that he took taxes. After the death of Ramesses III, About 1167 B.C. the Sea Peoples 
began to recover their strength and the situation was strangely reversed. Now Canaan 
became the battlefield for the philistines and the Egyptians were replaced by the Israelites 
in fighting these invaders. f , \ 



From the biblical and the Egyptian sources, it is clear that Crete or its nieghborhood is 
the probable land of origin of the Philistines, sometimes called Cherethites or Cretans. 
They are said to come from Caphtor which is more like Keftiu, that denotes a place 
where the Cretan civilization was dominant. Their culture was derived from Crete; they 
may fairly be said to have been the people who imported with them to Palestine the 
traditions of their past life in their original homeland, and we will see this later very clear 
in the cultural remains that been revealed by the excavations. 



There are no information about the nature of the Philistines, invasion of Canaan, but 
since they first seized the harbor cities on the southern coast of Canaan, one may assume 
that they came in ships. That they had a fleet and that their crews dominated the coast is 
recorded for us in the story of Wen-Amon (16). This is an Egyptian document from the 
beginning of the eleventh century describing the journey of a priest from the temple of 
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Amon in Karllak to Byblos in order to purchase lumber for the god's sacred bark. It is 
interesting to see that another of the Sea Peoples had taken over one of the coastal cities,

the cities of Phoenicia, Tyre, Sidon and Byblos. There is also ariuiiicl ^g^P^^^*^ docuiu^., 
tkfe bttoiilMcon of Amenenmope (17), from about the same time, mentioning a list bf 
hiihies: Ashkelbn, Ashdbd, iGaza, Asher, Sherden, Sikkel and Phileshet. The three main 
Philistine cttifes are Mentioned here, the Israelite tribe of Asher which had settled in the 
plain of Acco and three of the Sea Peoples. It is obvious that the Shei-danu Had iikm over 

a part of the Canaanite coast. 

Tell Abu-Hawam, an ancient harbor city near Acco excavated by Hamilton (18) shows 
an archaeological stratum dated to the Late Br0nz6 IIB. This stratum is very rich in 
Mycenaean and Cypriot imports; it was destroyed at the end of the Late Bofhze itB; 
ai-bund 1200 B. On its ruins was»l^*tablished a new settlement (Stratum IV A) with a 
unique architecture uuparalleled in Canaan, rectangular houses divided into three or four 
rooms It is obvious that thesTwere newcomers, strangers to the country, who lived 
there only a short time. In the folTo wing ^rfement (Strata IVB-Ilt), *hleh WUS 
established there after the destruction of those houses, there is an entirely defferent 
architecture, the typical Iron lA pillard houses. There was no Philistine ware uncovered 
at Tell Abu-Hawam, so it is possilble that these were not the Phlistines, and it could be 
the harbor town of the SherdaiiU who wfefe mentioned in the Egyptian Onomasticon. 
The land of Philistia was limited between the Shihor (Wadi el-Arish) and the othBr 
borders of Ekron to the north (Joshua 8:2). It was bounded by the Mediterranean Sea to 
the west and the foothills of the Judean miouhtains to the east. It is possible that the 
Philistine already occupied this coastal area as a military base before their operations 
against Egypt, and the reliefs of medinet Habu which describe the addvance ot the 
invaders through the lands of Hittites and North Syria make this not impossible. 
One could assume also that the Philistines reached this area after the battle with Ramesses 



in and settled there at first as mercenaries in Egyptian service. This assumption is based 
upon Papyrus Harris which dates to the reign of Ramesses III and summarizes his 
activities. After the narrative of thc Victory, Ramesses adds that he brough many 
prisoners to Egypt, settled them in fortresses under an oath of allegiance to him, and 
provided them with food rations. So probably the Egyptians settled them in their fortress 
in Canaan, and that with the disintegration of the Egyptian authority, the Philistines 
become the masters of the country. This assumption would explain the situation of Beth- 
Shan in the Jordan Valley, a city which the Philistines soon controlled. There they 
carfeuUy preserved important Egyptian objects installed by an Egyptian garrison in the 
temples, a garrison which had held the city from the time of Seti. I to the time of 
Ramesses III, during whose reign the Philistines presumably replaced the native 
Egyptyian troops(19). 

The Philistines were seated on the most rich and fertile region in Canaan and 
established in their powerful metropl|tai| cities, Gaza, Ashkelon, and Ashdod. All of 
these cities existed and served as important seaports earlier in the Late Bronze Age before 
the Philistines' arrival. The arch^olo^p^ excavations uncovered thick burnt layers 
underneath the philistines destroyed and bum these cities and then restored them for their 
own settlement. 

when the Philistines confronted the Israelite tribes in the mid-eleventh century, they 
were led not only by three coastal cities, but also by two more cities farther east in the 
Shephelah (Gath and Ekron). We do not know if the founding of these five cities took 
place all at the same time or whether the Shephelah cities may have been built later. There 
is no doubt today about the identity of the two cities, Gath and Ekron. In the Shephelah, 
there are two sites with a Prominent settlement (around 1100 B.C) containing an 
abundance of Philsitine pottery, Tell Zafit (Tell es-Safi) and Tel Miqne (Khirbet 
Muqanna). Their identification with Gath and Ekron respectively seems certain now, and 
this leads to an important assumption concerning their founding. Both of these cities 



contain remains of the G^&anite cultrur6 df the Late Bronze period(21). 

We have seen that none of the sites that we mentioned earlier were founded by the 
Phlistiaes, the OAly settlettieftt founded by the I*hilistines was Tel QasUe, a small harbor 
town near the mouth of the Yarkon, north of Joppa. This site is excavated by A.Mazar 
and published iti Q&dem 12 ahd iO. In its two earUest strata (XII-XI) was found an 
abundance of Philistine ware, and the identity of its occupants is confirmed by the first 
Philistine tmple of its ty^^ to be discbvered in Canaan, which we will discuss later. 

It is seems that from the beginnig of their occupation on the southern coast of Canaan 
until the middle of the eleventh century, the Phlistines did not expand their own holdings 
In the south - west coastal area. However, after that date the Philistines began to 
Penetrate to the heartland of Palestine, and we will see this clearly when we discuss their 
conflict with the Israelite. 

IV- THE CONFLICT BETWEEN THE HEBREWS AND THE 

The first appearance of the Philistines on the coast of southern Canaan is not recorded 
in the old Testament directly but indirectly. In the oldest monument of Hebrew speech, 
the Song of Deborah, the tribe of Dan is referred to as a maritime people who remained in 
ships, while their brothers bore the brunt of the invasion of Sisera. In the end of the book 
of Judges the tribe of Dan is obliged to seek a home elsewhere, and now the questions is 
raised here, why did Dan leave their own rich fertile land in the coastal area? The answer 
is because of the settlement of the Philistines. So the war between Dan and the Phili stines 
was the first territorial conflict between the PhiUstines and the Hebrews. The tribe of Dan 
fought for its existence in the territory adjacent to the border of Philistia. Thus, Dan was 
forced to leave its inheritance and to move toward the north to Galilee. 

Its clear that the Philistines brought with them an efficient confederated organization 
and highly military technology on sea and land(22). Therefore, Their territory soon 
became too confining, a fact which led to their expansion into the Shephelah, where they 



encountered the Hebtew tribes. This encounter is expressed in clashes that are clearly 
manifest in the narrative of Samson from the beginning of the eleventh centuiy. At this 
early stage, there is no doubt that the Philistines had already gained domination over the 
main part of the caostal area with its trade routes represented by the sea harbors and Via 
Maris Highway, which connects Egypt with Syria inland and Mesopotamia. 

The next stage of the Hebrew-Philistine conflict shows us the disunited hostile tribes 
of Israel under the pressure of their enemy. This stage of conflict started when the 
Philistines gathered at a place called Aphek, while the Israelites selected a |>lace called 
Eben-Ezer. The Philistines were the victors, and the Israelites attempted to turn the battle 
by fetching their national power (the Ark) from its resting place at Shiloh. But it W^s 
captured by the Phililstines (I Sam:4). 

In I Samuel: 7 a reconciliation service was held, in which Israel renounced the various 
strange gods that had been adobted; the Philistines came up to plunder this assembly, but 
they were driven back by a thunderstorm and the Israelites chased and somte them until 
they reached a place called Beth-C J. After that the Philistines never again came up to 
invade Israel. It is noticeable that the author, with all his desire to glorify Samuel, avoids 



After the battle of Eben-Ezer, the Philistines appear to have penetrated into the hill- 
country of Ephraim and destroyed Shiloh and its sanctuary(23). This indicates that the 
Philstines knew that the Israelites brought from Shiloh the Ark, the presence of which in 
Philistia caused a great disaster and suffering to the Philistines. The excavations 
uncovered an abundance of Philistine cultural material such as pottery and anthropoid 
coffins in the Jordan valley, particularly at Beth-Shan(24). and Deir-Aila(25)which is 
identified by Nelson Glueck(26) as the biblical Succoth. These archaeological facts help 
one to assume that, after the Philistines sacked Shiloh and its sanctuary, they continued 
eastward toward the Jordan Valley and occupied its major trade centers Beth-Shan and 
Dcir-AUa. In this way they gained monopoly over the trade routes inland and in the

Paring Jjje pierjod of Philistine ascendancy in the second half of 
eleventh century^ \h& Isf^eUf^s borrowed from them certain achievements in the 
building of military constructions. Reference has already ton m^de to thp discpvery at 
Qibe^ of Saul (Teli el-Foul) of a substantial fort surrounded by a casemate waU(27). 
This fprt mn originally builf by the Philistines for their commissioners (I Sam, 
10:5: 13:3). Hpwevgf^ fhg pfOl^lPiP is dl^t no Philistine pottery or any cultural material has 
been uncovered at this complex. A similar pasem^te wall to this one was discovered at 
Ashdod(28) ant at Beth- Shemesh Stratum 111(29), Both of them were attributed to the 
Philistines and dated to the same period, the middle of the elenenth century. These 
casmate walls at (jibeah m4 getl-sLm^s^ndicate and prove the Philistine expansion 
into the Shephelah, / /-.i.<^-V/'^ 

The Philistine menace was the great cTiallenge that forced tQ faGP up to the 
question of its presence. This marks the end of the period of the judges and the beginning 
pf rhe ynitejd Hebrew Monarchy which transformed Israel into the dominant force of 
Canaafi. Wliet^ u^PiT^rchy was established in Canaan the political life of the Philistines 
underwent a similar ph^i^ge. Acbish, king of Gath, is mentioned for the first time (I Sam. 
21:11), The question here is whether the struggle between Israel and Philislia in the end 
of 11th century was to a large extent the main factor only in the formation of Sauls, 
Monarchy in Benjamin and its establishment inside the Israelite area of settlement, or 
also, in the creation of Philistia's monarchy which had its center at Gath. The authority of 
King Achish wag certainly considerable in peace and in war time, thus explaining why 
David sought refuge with him while fleeing from Saul. 



When David ruled over all Israel, he consolidated the kindom that w*8 founded by 



Saul, and succeeded in raising the Isr^Ute Kingdom to the status of an importatnt 
political factor. David ififljct^ on the Philistines a number of defeats such as in the Vale 
of Repiiaii^ m4 in till ncutj?grri Sh^phelsh- He broke the military, politcial and economic 
power of the Ppistinei§ by annesang large areas north of the Yarkon m the regions of the 
Shephelah and th^ I*Jegev(30). However, he was unable to gain control of the large 
Philistine cities on the sou^ern coast and Gath. Gath remained a royal city even in the 
time of Solomon (I Kings 2:39), though it had recognized the authority of the Israelite 
king. David employed troops of mercenaries called Gittites (11 Sam. 15: 18). After the 
dg^tlilpws that the Philistines had received from David, their polictical and economic 
power celiapsed. Their decline ecouraged the Egyptians and the Israelite to take over part 
of Philistine's dominion of the sea and trade routes(31). However, this dose not mean 
that the Philistines had vanished in this time; they survived to the following periods as a 



We have hints regarding the Philistine religion given to us from the Old Testament. 
The closing scene of Samson's career took place in a temple of Dagon at Gaza, which 
must have been a large structure. In this temple sacrifices were offered at festival 
conducted by the lords of the Philistines (Judges. 16:23). It is not unreasonable to 
suppose that Samson was destined to be offered in sacrifice at the great feast of rejoicing 
there described. This was probably an annual festival occuring at a fixed time of the year, 
and not a special celebration of the capture of Samson, because an interval of some 
months, during which Samosn's shorn hair grew again, must have taken place between 
the two events. 

There was a temple of Dagon at Ashdod too, which indicates that the deity was a 
national god of the Philistines, not a local divinity like the Semitic god Baalim. Here there 
were priests, and a rite of leaping on (or stepping over) the threshold was observed. An

image of the god stood in this temple. There was somewhere a temple of Ashtaroth 
(Samuel) or of Dagon (Chronicles) Where the trophies of Saul were suspended. It is not 
clearly said that this temple was in Beth-Shan. 

At Ekron there was an oracle of Baal-Zebub, consulted by the Israelite king Ahaziah 
(2 King 1:2). This one reference is the only mention in Old Testament. He must have had 
a very prominent position in Old Palestinian life, A statment in Isiah 2:6 shows us that 
the Philistines, like the Etruscans, were proverbial for skill in soothsaying, and it is not 
unlikely that the shrine of Baal-Zebub should have been of their principal oracle, It is 
clear that the Philistines who worked the oracle of Ball-Zebub entered into an old 
Canaanite inheritance; this is clear from the Semitic etymology of the names, because all 
the names of the Philistines gods, Ashtaroth, Dagon and Baal-Zebub, are west Semitic. 
This indicates that the Philistines in Canaan had adopted the language of the Canaanites 
and assimilated to their culture(32).»*\ 

Dagon was evidently t|ie head of the pantheon of the Philistines after their settlement 
in Canaan, We hear of his temples at Gaza, Ashdod and according to the story of the 
death of Saul, at Beth-Shan, At the temple of Ashdod, there was an image of the god 
Dagon, Some interesting though obscure particulars are given us regarding it in I Samuel 
5: 1-5. The Ark captured at Aphek was laid up two nights in the temple. The first night 
the image of Dagon fell on its face before the Ark and was replaced by the priests of 
Dagon. The second night he was fallen again and the head of the figure and the palms of 
its hands were broken off and lay on the threshold. 

The recent idea of the modern scholars is that Dagon was of merman from, the upper 
half man, the lower half fish. According to the story in I Samuel 5, Dagon had a head 
and hands, so that he must have been at least partly human; also we could observe that 
exactly the same phrase is used in describing both falls of the idol. The first time it was 
unbroken and the priests could put it in its place again. The second time it was fallen 
again, but the projecting parts of it were broken off In another way, the first fall of the 



statue was just as bad as the second except that it was not broken. There is no statement 
made that on the second occasion of the fallen statue, whatever its from, snapped across 
in the middle. In both cases, it fell as a whole; this could suggest that what was left 
standing and intact was not soanuch any part of the statue itself, as the pedestal 
From the statement, "The priests and those who entered the house of Dagon did not tread 
on the threshold of the temple in Ashdod, in I Samuel 5, is indicated that the temple was 
open to ordinary worshippers. 

Now we deal with the story of the wanderings of the Arlc. It would be natural to put 
the sympol of the deity of the defeated people in the temple of the god of the conquerors, 
as Mesha, king of Moab, put his religious trophies before Chemosh. So the Ark was 
deposited in the Ark, and at the same time a plague of mice spread over the philistines' 
territory and the people began to suffer from the emerods. 

After this great suffering, the Philistines sent back the Ark with votive models of their 
two-fold plague, because I'hey were struck with terror when the Ark of Yahweh was 
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brought among them. Therefore, they belie^^^i the existence and the extra-territorial 
jurisdiction of the Hebrew deity. The notion of iJie^ransom that the Philistines gave to the 
Israelites when they returned the Ark is in nofil Philistine ritual practice. U was an old 
Hittite ritual, however, against the plague and disease that attached them as can be seen 
from the following quotation. 

"if the people are dying in the country and if some enemy god has caused that 

they drive up one ram. They twine together blue wool, red wool, yellow wool, black 
wool and white wool, make it into a crown and crown the ram with it. They drive the 
ram into the road leading to the enemv and while going so they speak as 
follows:whaitever the god of the enemy land has .caused this plague! we have now driven 
up this crowned ram, to pacify thee. O God! Just as the herd is strong, but keeps peace 
with the ram, thou, the god who has caused this pJague, Keep peace with the Hatti 
Land"(33). . 



The Philistine religion never had any attraction for the Hebrews, except in Judges 6: 1 0 
which gives an indication of the influence of Phalistine worship. This suggests that in 
spite of the semitization of the Phihstines during the Hebrews monarchy, their cult still 
remained too exotic to attract the Semites. 

The Philistines received their deathblow in the time of king David and their military 
power vanished even so, their temple and the worship of their deity lasted down to the 
time of the Maccabees in Ashdod (I. Mace. 10:83-84). 

A. DAGON: 

Dagon is a very ancient deity of west Semitic origin, whose cult is attested in the west 
from the Early Bronze Age at Ebla in northern Syria to Gaza of Philistia in the Roman 
period. He is one of those deities who seldom appears in myth and for this reason, little 
IS known of his character. His name is connected by some scholars with the common 
North West Semitic word for fi^^.d^^dagon (the fish-god). Recently the name has 
been identified by others with a Semitic I'oot (dgn) having to do with the clouds and rain, 
and this associates with the i L'tiW ^dei^4), Evidently, the common Northwest Semitic 
word for grain (Hebrew Dagan) is derived from his name, and the biblical form of the 
name reflects Phoenician (Dagon) and not Hebrew Dagan (35). 

Dagan also was worshipped widely in the period of the dynasty of Akkad (2300 
B.C). His cult was well established in the Khabur River region which was called the 
"Land of Dagan;" temples of Dagan were erected in Mari, the main city of this region. 
During the period of the third dynasty of Ur (2100-2000. B.C), the cult of Dagan was 
introdeuced into Sumer, probably by the west Semites. His cult continued in 
Mesopotamia until the time of Hammurapi, who called Dagan banija (my Creator). 
Dagan was popualr among the west Semites then in Mesopotamia; many personal names 
in the Alalakh and Ugarit texts are compounded with the element Dagan(:36). 
To Judge from the biblical sources, the Philistines adopted Dagon as the head of t heir 
pantheon(37) and erected temples to him at Gaza, Ashdod and Beth-Shan. Hovvevei we 



do not know how soon after their arrival in Canaan the Philistines adopted the worship of 
Dagon. 

B. THE RELIGIOUS STRUCTURE: 

We know that before the reign of king Solomon, Yahweh had a sinaple tent, and the 
Canaaite deities had to be content with their primitive high places, open areas of ground 
with crude pillar-stones. But Gaza, Ashdod and Beth-Shan have their temples. The story 
of Samson in Judges 16 gives us an idea about the Philistines' religious structrue: A large 
crowd of 3000 people (not to be taken literally) on the roof of the temple and the lords 
and their attendants inside watching the sport of Samosn. If Samson was also inside, 
those on the roof could not have seen him, because this large crowd would not allow any 
considerable number to enjoy the sport. So Samson must therefore have been outside the 
temple, and the lords and their attendants must have been not in the naos of the temple 
but under the open portico. So in^a^c^^ the structure of the temple must have a 
building of the megaron type (see fig. 1-A). What Samson actually did was to seize the 
wooden pillars of the portico by push j^g^t^ gm of f their bases and thus the portico had no 
other support and the whole complex collapsed^ suggestion here is that only the 
megaron design would satisfy the story of Samson. The megaron plan was the prototype 
of the Greek temple in the Aegean world. Also, Solomon adopted the megaron design for 
his temples, so probably he got his idea from the Philistines or from the homeland of this 
design of architecture indirectly, 

Recent excavations have been carried out by A. Mazar in 1980 and 1985 at Tell 
Qasile. the only site founded by the philistines, which uncovered foundations of a 
Philistine temple (see fig. 1-B). In general the temple has the megaron design, except that 
the Philistine added a horizontal wall running parallel to the poitico, which cahnged the 
portico to an enclosure. Many religious objects were found inside the temple such as 
small figurines, zoomorphic figures, libation vessels and an iron Knife.The Knife is the 
only iron objects that has been found in Canaan and attributed to the Philistines(38). 



VI - THE CULTURAL REMAINS 

A-CERAMIC: 

The Philistine pottery in Palestine was discovered by an archaeologist who had 
worked mainly in the Cretan-Aegean archaeology(39). Mackenzie(40) investigated this 
pottery during his excavations at Beth-Shemesh, He determined correctly the 
stratigraphic relationship of the pottery and defined it as Philistine pottery and as related 
to the culture of the Aegean world. 

The ceramic aspects include the forms and the decorations. 

Forms; The Philistine pottery classifies into two categories: first, forms of Mycenaen 
character (see fig. 2) such as the krater with two tilted horizontal handles, the stirrup-jar 
and the elongated pyxis. Second, forms of local Canaanite character (^ee fig.3) Such as 
jugs in different sizes, beer-jug. local pyxis imitation and the pilgrim flask. 

Decoration; The decoration covers the upper and middle parts of the surface of the 
vessel, the shoulder and th^ central zone. Each of these, usually the central zone, is a 
frieze of the metopic order: The triglyphs consists of straight or wavy lines, enclosing a 
vertical row of semi-circles with a dot in each. The metopes somtime contain geometric 
patterns such as spirals, concentric circles, checker boards or, most characteristically, a 
bird motif. The bird appears in two positions; mostly the head is turned backwards with a 
beak thrust under the wing feathers, but sometimes the bird looks straight ahead. In 
general, this decoration is bichrome (red and black) on white slip. This style of 
decoration appears on the two categories of forms that I have mentioned above. 

The Philistine pottery was infuenced by the Cypriot, Egyptian, and local Canaanite 
pottery technique, but the dominant influence is that of the Mycenaean as it was derived 
from the Aegean repertoire(41). The evolution of the decoration can be traced from its 
initial appearance to the Myc. IIC where it flourished and thrived in its original 
homeland(42). Examples similar to the forms of figure 2 ai-e known from Mycenae 
pylos, Rhodes and Tarsus in Cilicia(43). In fact, this pottery represent the hallmark of 



philsitine culture made by potters well versed in the Mycenaean tradition(44). 

JMuhly(45) prefers to connect the Philistine pottery with Cyprus and Egypt rather 
than to the Aegean. He suggests that this kind of pottery is the closest in from and 
deeor^tiflti to the LH. IIIC wares from Cyprus rather than to the Mycenaean ware, 
biee^US^ in his opinion, it dose not represent something brought from the Greek 
(mainland, nor dose it represent any one homogeneous ceramic tradition. 

Philistine pottery is confined mainly to the area of Philistine settlement known from 
written sources. However, the excavations have shown that it had penetrated farther 
outside tj\^ t^ifur^ders of Philistia, to the Jordan Valley, particularly at Beth-Shan and Deir 
All^(46),. Jhe appearat^^e cif PhiUstine pottery in areas far remote from Philistine 
^^tllem^nts ^hmM pr-obably understood as the resuh of political or commercial activities. 
The Philistine pottery appears in a number of sites (see figure 4) in a clear ^tratigraphic 
context that provides the basis for two phase of tl^e ware. The first phase followed 
directly the late Brot^^&|IJ, (^^ClQ-lSOQ B-C) or oeorurs after an intermediate Iron lA 
(l2Qfl-|Q0(3l Thei ^^e^vation results from Ashdod show that the end of the thirteenth 
ggfltypy raarks the end of the MycenaearTkingdon^nd i^sxiassieal raycenaean ware 
IIIB, followed by the myc. IIIC ware wt^^^h dissociation with the Philistine pottery(47). 
The same seigy^^g^ was established by Albnght(48) at Tell Beit Mirsim indicating that the 
Myc. UIB was followed by the philistine ware. So it is obvious, therefore, that the 
Philistine pottery does not i\rpye ir\\(x C^n^an before the twelfth century B.C., figure 2 
shows the pottery of the fwH phase. 

The second pha^e reprsents the period of the disintegration of Phi is tine pottery, when 
it became assimilated into the local ceramic tradition; and the pottery, of this phase 
appears in strata belonging to the eUventh and the tenth centureis. so this pahse 
corresponds to I&rii§lit§ of the decline of Philistine power accords with a decrease of 
Philistine finds in excavation and especiaily with the disappearance of the pottery's 
distinctively PhiUsUne trmts and its complete assimilation in to the local pottery in the 



iciith century B.C; figure 3 shows the pottery of this phase. 

Benson(49) has attempted to explain the Philistine pottery as the work of a single 
poller and dates its appearance about lifty years after the Philistine settlement. All the 
evidence indicates, however, that the Philistines began manufacturing their unique 
pottery after they occupied the coastal area of Canaan(50). Until now the excavations in 
tlie Pliihstinc sites do not show any gap between the Late Bronze lib strata and the arrival 
to ihe Philistines as Benson suggests. So (he occurrence of the Philistine pottery can ni)t 
drssociatcd from the appearance of the Philistines themselves. 

B- BURIALS: 

Sonic evidence of the Phihsline burial customs dose exist. At 1 ell el-F'arah was found 
a group of tombs which stand out both in contents and plan from others in the same site, 
'l iieir contents include some pottery vessels with characteristic Philistine decoration, 
logcther Willi many vessels of Late Bron/.e Age types. The typical weapons appeared to 
be daggers and spears, the ma^lori^y of winch were bron/e; but there was an iron dagger 
with a bron/e hilt ajid a curved iron Knife{.'il). Such a knile was also found in the 




Canaan, and the biblical accounts recorded the monopoiy of the smelting of this metal by 
the Philislnes. 



I he tombs are consistent in plan; tliey arc approached by a long narrow slopped 
passage, whicli enters the base of a trapezoidal-shapeed chamber. In the center of the 
chamber is a sunken passage, while around (he sides of the chamber, benches are left to 
receive the burials. The burial appears to have been extended, lying on their backs. These 
tombs are in conirast to those found in Canaan, which usually of one or more rounded 
clianibers. This indicates a foreign influence from the Aegean, the Philistine 
homeland(33). Most of these tombs contain pottery coffins w'itli anthropoidal lids. These 
coffins are certainly not native to Canaan, In Egypt this kind of burial ranges from the 
time of Thumose lU (1501-1447 B.C) to as late as 600 B.C In Canaan one of the most 



striking finds is a cemetery discovered at Deir el-Balah whicli contains a hundred of these 
clay cdfflftS(54), however, no trace has been found of an associated settlement. Its tombs 
have great quantity of Cypriot, Mycenaean and Philistine wares. Dothan attributed the 
whole cametery and its contents to the Philistines. 

In contrast, J.Muhy(55) believes diat such coffin burials do not have originated with 
thS PhiiiStinas, but must have been borrowed by them from the Egyptians rather than 
from the Aegean; and it is difficult to connect this burial practice with the Philistines as T. 
Dothan and others did, 

VII- THE END OF THE PHILISTINES 

In the first book of §^Uei, the name Philistine occurs over one hundred times; in the 
second book, it occurs 24 times, while irt books of kings the name occurs 6 times. These 
numbers show the comparative insignificance into which the Philistine fell after their 
conflicts with David. Achish was still the King of the Gath at the beginning of 
Solomon's reign, and the coastal area was still outside t^e control of the Israelite. In the 
period of the Divided Monarchy, Nadab son of Jeroboam, besieged Gibberthon, where 
he was killed by his successor, Baasha. Then . the^sjege was renewed at the end of 
Baasha's reign, but the question why this site was made a center of an attach has 
remained unanswered. 

Regarding the southern Kingdom, the Philistine brought gifts and tribute to 
Jehoshaphat, but they revolted under his son Jehoram. King Uzziah broke the walls of 
Gath, which had been weakened by the raid of Hazeal of Syria (2 Kings 12: 18), as well 
as the wall of Jabneh and Ashdod. The PhiUstines revolted in the reign of Ahaz, profiting 
by the Edomite raid which put pressure upon Judah. They took cities from Judah 
including Beth-Shemesh, Aijalon. Gederoth, and Timnah, which are not recorded as 
Philistine property (2 Chom. 28:18). When Hezekiah came to the throne, he reversed the 
situation by defeating the Philistines as far as Gaza (2 Kings 18:8). 

The Assyrian annals gave us a lot of information concerning the Philistines. Hadad- 



Nirari III (812-783 B.C) enumerates the Philistines among the Palestinian states 
conquered by him (56). Tiglath-Pileser III (745-727) mentioned that the Philistines had 
attached themselves to the Syrian league against him and for this reason he sacked Gaza 
and Hanun, its King, fled to Egypt. King Azuri of Ashdod refuesed to pay tribute to 
Sargon n (722-705 B.B.) and the latter came down and expelled Azuri and established 
instead of him his brother, Ahimiti(57). 

Sennacherib (705-681 B.C) had trouble with the remnant of the Philistine, Rukipti 
had been succeeded by his son, Sarludain, but this ruler had been deposed and a person 
called Zidka reigned istead of him Sennacherib found conspiracy in Zidka, so he brought 
him and his houshold into exile to Assyria, and he took the cities of Beth-Dagon, Joppa 
and Bene-Berak. The Ekronites had revolted against the Assyrians. Their king Padi had 
remained a loyal vassal to his overlord, but his turbulent subjects had put him in fetters 
and sent him to Hezekiah, who cast him into prison. The Ekronites asked for help from 
North Arabia and Egypt and me| Sennacherib in El-Teken; however, the latter defeated 
them and killed the people of Ekron, Padi was rescued from Jerusalem as a part of the 
tribute paid by Hezekiah (2 King 14) .^Sennacherib then cut off some territory from 
Judah and divided it among his vassals, Mitinti, King of Ashdod. Padi, King of Ekron, 
and Zibel, King of Gaza(58), 

Esarhaddon (681-668 B.C) reigned after the assassination of his father Sennacherib. 
In the lists of king in subjection to him, we find Mitniti, kings of Ashdod, Zilbel, King 
of Gaza, and Ikansu, King of Ekron. All these Kings survived into the reign of 
Assurbainpal who came to the throne in 668 B.C(59). Around this date the Assyrian 
accounts leave us; however, the biblical records continue to talk about the Philistines. 

The Philistines tradition still survived in Gaza down to the time of the Maccabean 
revolt, the temple of Dagon destroyed by Jonathan Maccabaeus (I Mace 10:83, 84). After 
this time, it is useless to trace the history of the Philistines fruther through the campaigns 
of Alexander, the war of the Maccabees and the Seleucids, the Roman domination and 



the Arab Muslim period, because the record becomes a history of a country rather than a 
history of people, 

VIII- CONCLUSION 

The Old Testament, Egyptian records and the archaeological finds are the main 
^mmm for om ^.^"^^^^^^ Philistine origins, cultrual background, and history. We 
ki^i ^B$n thfctugh tbis paper the agreement Srnong these sources in tracing the origin of 
the Philistines to the island of Caphtor-kefffiu (Crete) of the Aegean world. 

The sites in Palestine containing the Philistine cultural remains are found mainly in the 
Shepheiah tfie §§Otte!l eoastal area. However, there is also evidence that Philistine 
culture spf^ad tte otitef area£s of the country, particularly Beth-Shan and Deir Alia in the 
Jordan Valley, and this should probably be iittderstood as the result of political or 
commercial activities. 

Thg fitUj^F estcavations have established a clear stratigr^phic sequence through which 
we can trace the initial Sipptmneii then the flourishing and finally the subsequent 
assimiiafidn of Philistine material cultrues, a process which spanned the period from 
1200-1000 B.C. The most proi^ij^nt^fi Well-j^^ indicator of Philistine presence is 
their t4i§tiHctivg ceramic. This ceramic is found in a number of sites in a clear stratigraphic 
context that provides the baSiS for two phase of the ware. 

The ware of the first phase which have a Mycenaean character appeared around 1200 
B.C. and continued down to around 1000 B.C The rise of king David as a military figure 
ended this phase by annexing Philistia to his kingdom. After this episode, we start to get 
a new ware which is classified as a second phase; it represent the period of the 
disintegration of Philistine pottery when it become assimilated into the local ceramic 
tradition. The biblical sources of the decline of Philistine power accord with a decrease of 
Philistine finds in excavation during this phase. 

Relating to the Philistine religion, neither the historical sources nor the archaeological 
finds give us any indication that the Philistines worshipped an Aegean deity, and this 
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proved that they adopted that local deities, which is indicated clearly in the biblical 
sources. However, the Philistines continue to use their original Aegean religious 
structure, which is called the Megaron. This type of religious architecture agrees with the 
story of Samson completely. The temple that has been uncovered at Tell Qasile in coastal 
Palestine by A. Mazar follows the same architectural design of the Megaron. 
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
